Body of Prominent Richmond Young 
Hah Found Near Woodstock 

Karl Eldridge, of Richmond, n dopluy [ Eldrcdge's overcoat must hnvti been open 



SAVED FROM BURNING 



gwno warden for Mc Henry county, wns 
found allot to death beside h trap on tho 
farm of Dnrt Abbott, near Woodstock, 
under circumstances which point to murder, 
Tuesday. 

On Sunday Eldridgo went out for tbe 
purpose of finding violator* of tho frame 
law, and not returning cither on Sunday 
or Monday, hi* relatives and friends feared 
ho had met with an accident. 

On Tuesday scotching parties were or- 
ganized who scoured tho country, Ono of 
the searching parties wan attracted to tho 
body by the whinnering of Eldridge's horse, 
■which stood near hitched to a buggy. Al- 
though tha shooting must have occurred 
Sunday, tho faithful horse never left his 
dead master's side. . 

Eldrcdge was found shot through the 
heart, apparently from ambush. His us* 
enssin, after completing his work, carefully 
buttoned Eldrcdgfl's coat over tbo wound, 
thus conceal ing evidences" of crime until a 
•careful examination of tho body was made. 



when ho was shot, for tbo garment shows 
no puncture. 

No weapon was found near tbo body, 
Eldredge was examining n trap at tho timo 
bo was shot down, as Ib indicated by (bo 
downward range of the bullet, which camo 
from a riflo of biff caliber. 

Elgin detect! vim who worked on tho case 
boliovn that Eldrcdgo wan shot by simio 
enemy whom bo had arrested for violation 
of tbo game laws, na Hid red go was a vlg- 
ilinnt officer and made many arrests. 

Earl Eldredge was a son of Oeoruo El- 
dredge, a retired' farmer living in Rich- 
mond and who is prominent in village and 
county affairs. Young Eldredge was about 
thirty-six years of age and unmurried. He 
wits not known to have im enemy and was 
a iron ural favorite- with all who know him, 
and his snd and untimely death has cast a 
gloom over the entire community.

GRAYSLAKE PARSONAGE DESTROYED 




Home of Rev. J. A. Walton, of Congrega- 
tional Church Razed Saturday Night 

Far an hour and a half last Saturday 
night, firo rugett in tho homo of tbo Rev, J. 
A. Walton of Urayslnko, and it was only 
the heroic effort* of tbo volunteer fire de- 
partment that finally succeeded in ex- 
tinguishing tho conflagration before tho 
whole residence was gutted, As it is, the 
upper part of tho house is in ruina. Every- 
thing that in not ruined by the firo is ren- 
dered useless by the smoke and water, and 
n largo part of tbo fitrni uro in the lower 
part of tho house lien about in chaotic 
■ Leaps where it was broken and thrown in 
. fighting Iho flames. Mrs. Walton in 
« peaking of the matter said that tho dam- 
age has not yet boon eati muled, but it is 
' thought that it will reach several hundred 
dollars. 

A ,\Ve consider the firo a most providen- 
tial one," said Mrs. Walton. ..'"'Had we 
not discovered it when we did, I am sure 
that our house would hnvo been burned to 
the ground. As it is, I think that the in- 
surancowili cover nearly all of tho loss;" 

The firo was first discovered at 5:30 o'clock 
when little Catherine, 'eight years of age, 
daughter of Rev. and Mr*. Walton, was 
sent on an errand to tho attic, to get a 
piece of matting for her room. She bad 
just opened Ihe door leading into the nttic 
when her mother was startled to hear ber 
utter a piercing scream and a second later 
the child rushed, up to her mother crying 
out that there was a fire up-stairs. 

Mrs. Walton went up-stairs immediately 
and found that what tbo little child had 
*aid wna true, for the upper part of the 
bouse was now full of Bmoke which was 
coming out of the attic, wbero flames were, 
now visible. 

Mrs. Walton happened to have n pitcher 
of water in ber room which she threw on 
tho blazo but it bad no effect whatever. 
Then rushing down stairs, she at onco sent 
in the alarm and in a remarkably short 
time the. firo department was on the scene 
fighting the (lames bravely. There was no 
water in the bouse or on- the premises and 
the only water that was available came 
from a largo reservoir which ia kept in the 
village for the purpose of fires. 

Although tho lira hud gained a tre- 
mondouB atari when tho department arrived 
on the seona and it looked an if it would be 
impossible to suya the residence, they soon 
bad tbo blazo under control, Tho firemen 
deserve much commendation m tbey were 
compelled to work under great difficulties. 
Thorn was no window or opening leading 
to tbo attic from tho outside, and to reach 
tho flames it was ncceamuy to cut a bole 
through tho roof. The lira leaped through 
this opening, fanned into fury by the draft 
that had boon created and it was soma 
time before tbo water tbut was being 
poured down bad any perceptible effect.

■ay that all doubt was soon removed, the 
gasoline flew over her, but chiefly on a 
pilo of dry wood nearby, She wna burned 
though not seriously, the w'ood pilo set on 
firo and burned briskly. Fortunhtely.it 
was Saturday afternoon and Walter Lloyd 
the chief electrician nt tho Fort was at 
borne, as be is not on duty Saturday after- 
noons, and boarding with Prof. King and 
bis daughter, Mrs, Miller in tho other 
half of tho bouse, heard her screnma and 
rushed around to her help.

laborer falls Into Vat of Boiling and 
Deadly Mixture. 

Joe Zenknr, a laborer in tho cleaning 
ho ii ho of tbo American Steel nnd wire 
Company, slipped and fell ia'C'i n vat of 
boiling acid on Friday night and was hor- 
ribly burned. 

The cleaning house Is a room In tho 
ml I If in which the iron rods, fresh from 
the rod mill, are treated with acids and 
chemicals to make them pliable or possible 
to draw down to smaller dimensions, 

Zonkar was a laborer at ono of the vnts 
and while in the courso of his duly fell 
feet foremost into the acid nnd water which 
was healed to a temperature of 189 de- 
grees. 

Fellow laborers gave the alarm and be 
wna quickly drawn out of the deadly fluid . 
His clothes peeled- from him as be was 
taken out, Ho was taken to tbo Jane 
McAIIster hospital, where ho now lies in a 
critical condition. 

Dr. Knight, company physician, attend-! 
cd. While Zenknr is in bad shape, it is 
not known whether skin will have to be 
grafted onlo his burned limbs or not. 
; Odo, leg nnd hip, part of the other leg, 
nnd a hand and arm were burned. Be is 
in great pain and great care is used in 
treating him. 

The incident is unusual, as men who 
fall into the acid vats rarely emerge alivo. 
Quick action on tbo part of Zenkar'B com- 
radi is the only thing that saved him 
from a horrible and revolting death. 
j Zenkar is n married man and resides on 
Eleventh street'. 

The acid in the vat into which befell 
was muriatic, mixed with water and the 
whole is kept at n hi eh temperature to 
mnke it effective with tho bundles of wire 
which are dumped ono by one into it by 
means of a crane. ,

TOOK -THE FIRM'S TRADEMARKS. 

Inge ilout Hollanders Put Minnesota 
Firm In a Hole. 

A Minnesota flouring mill company 
has recently had an experionco in Hol- 
land which will not only make It mora 
careful In tho future but will servo as a 
warning to cither concerns to pay 
strict attention, to the protection of Uu 
own brands of flour under tho pecu- 
liar registration Inws of Holland. 

For a number of years the company 
alluded to sold, ono concern In Am- 
sterdam under one of Ha mill brands, a 
name made famous both In this coun- 
try and abroad by years of quality and 
advertising, and to another concern In' 
.Rotterdam, under another mill brand, 
also woll 'advertised and generally 
known. 

' Not long-ago it occurred to the mill 
that It would be a good ldoa to rpglB- 
ter its brands in 1 foreign countries, 
and It proceeded to do so. It then 
"discovered that its Dutch correspond- 
ents had both, registered. Its brand lu 
their own names. It requested them 
.to transfer the registration to tbo mill 
name. This was positively refused. 
Thus tho mill Is actually deprived of 
tho uso of Its own brands unless It 
sells to tho two concerns and no one 
also. 

Under tho lawB of Holland theso 
former representatives could prevent 
tho mill shipping flour to other parties 
under Its own established brand. << 

Other Minnesota mills havo had the 
samo unpleasant experionco.

ThoS'cen; maximum pasBorfgcr fare bill 
hns been stopped, It was to havo been 
advanced to third reading in the bouse. 
Instead of that tbe bill will not be called 
up, either for am mend uient or "for refer- 
anco to the committee on railroads for 
ammendment, but will remain on tbo 
calendar for auvernl days, nt least, until 
tho question of its constitutionality has 
been settled nnd other objections to tbe 
bill considered by tbe Republican Organiz- 
ation nnd acted upon.

Nothing wa» giv- 
en out as to tho result of this conference, 
but it is Bnfo to say that a bettor under- 
standing has been arrived at between tbo 



governor nnd Speaker Sh urtleff as to the 
progress of tho measures desired .by the 
elate administration. ' ,',.'■■ 

Speaker Sburlleff took up in earnest tbe 
consideration of the fare, bill, end when 
the Republican steering committee meets 
be will advise that further action on the 
bill be postponed until two questions at 
least as to the form of tbe bill desired aro 
settled — tho constitutionlity of the mens- 
vro, and whether or not the railroads of 
the state can (stand a 2-cent maximum fare 
limitation, "I would want those two 
questions settltd in' my mind before I 
would be willing to vole for a bill of this 
kind," said Speuker SburtlefE, ."I do not 
see why the legislature should rush through 
a measure on which those questions have 
not been settled.

DENOUNCED BOON TO MANKIND. 



Seventeenth CenturyV Wiseacres Saw

The Boarding House of Oclllng Bros, at 
Camp Lake Destroyed by Fire Friday 

Tho big boarding house on Camp Lake, 
owned by the Oetling Brothers Ice com- 
pany of Chicago nnd used by them for 1 tho 
bousing of the men employed in the ice 
harvest, was completely destroyed by fire 
just after ^noon on Friday last, entaling a 
loss of ten thousand dollars fully covered by 
insurance. Tbe origin of the firo has not 
been discovered. The big building was 
one of. tho largest boarding houses in the 
lake region. It was erected a number of 
years ago at n cost of 810,000 and it con- 
tained sleeping looms for two hundred 
men while tho first floor of the building 
was u great dining room. Nearly all oE 
the men had clothing and other articles 
in tho rooms of tbo house and these wore 
burned with the big building,

Weapon for Slaughter of Whale's Now 
Fired from Gun, 

Tho Norwegian whale fisheries ex- 
tend over nearly the whole of tho Arc- 
tic Bea, from the north of Norway to- 
ward Spitsbergen and eve'n to the 
Shetland Islandi. 

The whales are shot from email 
steamers, the implement used being 
the so-called bomb harpoon, an arrow- 
Bhapod Iron spear furnished with a 
line, which is discharged from a small 
cannon. 

The whale often drags . tho vessel 
a long distance until, It becomes ex- 
hausted and expires. It Is then towed 
to the anchorage, where it Is stripped 
of tho blubber. 

This whalo fishery was begun by a 
well-known Norwegian, Svend Foyn, 
in ,1808.

Injured All Doing Well. 
The condition of tho passengers In- 
jured In the wreck of tho Pennsyl- 
vania special Friday night was re- 
ported Sunday night from the Al- 
toona (Pa.) hospital and tho Allegheny 
general hospital in this city as being 
excellent. John F. Kline, pOBtnmstor 
of Jollet, 111., who Is tho most serious- 
ly Injured, passed a favorable dny. In 
addition to many cuts and bruises, Mr. 
Kline sustained a puncture of the 
lung. It is said at tho Altoona hos- 
pital that ho will recover, however, 
unless complications set In. Frederick 
A. Busse, postmaster of Chicago; Sam- 
uel F. Nixon, Philadelphia; Felix Is- 
man, Philadelphia; Frank P. Hedgers. 
Chicago; E. J. Murphy; Jollet, 111., and 
C. W. Winkler, Chicago, who are also 
in tho Altoona hospital, are resting 
easily and will bo able to leave the 
institution In about ten days. 
' M. F. Plppenbrlnk, Jollet, 111., will 
be ablo to go home at once. W. H. 
Baker, of Chicago, who was In the Al- 
legheny general hospital, departed for 
home early Sunday and J. Wood Wil- 
son, Marlon, Ind„ and Thomas Bauer, 
of Lafayette, Intl., will, It U said, leave 
the hospital In two days. 

Going at Terrific Speed. 
The train left Altoona 4G minutes 
late and was running at high speed 
trying to mako up lost time down the 
western slopo of the Allegheny moun- 
tains when the brake rigging on tho 
first car fell and derailed tho train. 
The speed at which the train was 
traveling when It left the rails was 
terrific. Every rail for a considerable 
distance was torn up.

Washington. — Four yenrs' contest 
against Reed Smoot being per 
in i tied to retain his scat as a senator 
of tho United States from Utnh was 
ended Wednesday by 42 of his col- 
leagues, voting to sustain him, as 
against 23 for tho resolution to unseat 
him. Added to this there were 18 Ben- 
r.tors paired, making tho nctunl stand- 
ing on tho resolution 51 votes against 
It and 37 for It. 

Senator Smoot himself did not veto, 
and Senator Wotmope was absent and 
not paired. 

The Smoot resolution was called up 
soon after tho seaattj convened, Every 
scat In the galleries was filled and 
during the actual voting the Btandlng 
room on tho floor of tho sonata was 
crowded by members of the house and 
employes of tho senate. Seldom has 
there been a proceeding affecting tho 
standing of a senator that has attract- 
ed such marked attention. In the au- 
dience were representatives of a 
number of prominent women's organU 
zatloaa which have been active In cir- 
culating and having presented peti- 
tions of remonstrance against Senator 
Smoot. Those women secured many 
thousands of signatures to their peti- 
tions, which were sent to tho senate 
In elaborately bound volumes. 

Although It was a foregone conclu- 
sion that tho resolution would fall and 
thus end the long fight against the 
Utah senator, the roll call contained 
same surprises. Of the -12 votes In 
favor of Senator Smoot, three wore 
cast by Democrats. They wero Sena- 
tors Blackburn, Clark of Montana, and 
Daniel. Senator Teller was paired In 
favor of Senator Smoot. Of tho 28 
votes against Senator Smoot, nine 
were Republicans. They were Sena- 
tors Burrows, Clapp, Dupont, Hate, 
Hansh rough. He men way, Klttrcdge, 
La Follette and Smith. 

At the conclusion of tho voting there 
was a rush of Republican senators to 
tho cioak room to congratulats Sena- 
tor Smoot. A large numbar of mem- 
bers of tho house followed and there 
tho senior Utah senator was patted on 
tho back and his hands were shaksn 
In hearty fashion by tho men who ex- 
pressed their admiration of his bear- 
ing in tho long nnd trying ordeal 
through which ha has passed. On the 
floor j?f tho senate and In tho galleries 
It wns many minutes before order 
could ho restored.

In each In- 
stance she declared she had not. She

Tbo terrific seas broke up tho 
steamer with such awful suddenness 
that all efforts to save life appeared to 
have been utterly hopeless. At a la to 
hour Thursday evening It was report- 
ed, that some few survivors- were still 
clinging to tho wreck, but as tbo 
heroic efforts all day long of tho life- 
boat crews had failed to reach them, 
little hope that they would be saved 
remained. 

Saved from Wreck. 

Hook of Holland,— rEloven survivors 
or the -disaster- to the steamer Berlin, 
.from Harwich to Rotterdam, which 
was wrecked off tho Hook of Holland 
Thursday morning, who could bo. seen 
clinging to the aftcrpart of tho steam- 
er all night, were -saved Friday after- 
noon. Tho efforts to rescue ■ l them 
wore continued throughout the night 
.and morning, but proved futile before 
3:30 owing to the furious seas and the 
heavy snowstorm which raged all 
night long, rendering it Impossible for 
the tugs or It re boats to approach the 
wreck, over which mountainous seas 
continue to dash. 

Although sovoral of the.personB re»- 
cued wore In the last stages of exhaus- 
tion, they now are on tho road to re- 
covery and somo of them bnvo boon 
able to toll the story of their awful 
experiences. 

So Intense was the cold that it waa 
believed that those who wero still on 
the wreckage must have been frozen 
to death, but tho rescued porsons 'sur- 
vived the terrible. experiences of the 
24 hours. ' The stern of the Berlin Is 
so firmly imbedded in the sand bank 
on which sho went ashore that it does 
not seem to have moved during the

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night At high water Friday morning 
tho poop deck houses were the only 
portions of the steamer visible, and 
there tbo fow survivors huddled. 

The princo consort, after his first 
visit to tho wreck when he saw with 
his own eyes that there wore still 
some survivors on board, declared; 

"Wo won't return to The Hague be- 
fore wo save them; wo must get them 
Bomebow." 

Tho news that this determination 
had been fulfilled reached tho waiting 
crowds In the Bhapo of a rumor short- 
ly before threo o'clock in tho after- 
noon, nnd a pilot later confirmed the 
tidings. There was then a wild rush 
of the people to the various points of 
vantage overlooking tho harbor. 

In tho meantime, every preparation 
was being made at the harbor to tako 
care of the Individuals rescued. Six 
motor cars, including that belonging 
to the prince consort, wore drawn up 
In readiness to convoy the survivors 
to tho-Amorlka hotel, where a stall 
ot medical men, especially summoned, 
wns waiting to give Buccor. 

The small lifeboat was the first to 
reach the harbor and Capt. JanBen, its 
skipper, rocelved round upon round ot 
ringing, cheers, •■ He reported that 
two women and a child, who had re- 
fused to jump, were .still aboard the 
wreck of tho Berlin. 

Capt. Jansen'hnd' hardly told-' his 
story when "tho steam pilot boat, tho 
Helvoctslula, with the rescued on

Sprlngileld. — Tho house Is sawing 
wood this week.

'To tho Public: 

"Ono of the moat perplexing prob- 
lems wlht which a legislator has to 
deal In preparing bill has to do with 
tho title when tho act la an amending 
net. Somo lawyers tako the position 
that In amending nn act all amend- 
ments must be specifically referred to 
in the title. Others take the position 
that it la only necessary to refer to* 
all amendments as all acta amendatory 
of tho original act. 

"Divergence of opinion arises be- . 
cause some decisions hold that an 
amondment to an act baa tho effect 
only of tacking something on to the 
original act, leaving It to stand as tbo 
original act as amended. Others hold 
that a separate and distinct act pur- 
porting to amend an act removes tho 
prior act from tbo statutes. And In 
consequence that a third act. purport- 
ing to amend an original act without 
reference to the second act attempts 
to amend something which no longer 
exists and leaves the second act In 
full force and effect 

"Our Bupremo court says that the 
general assembly frequently amends 
acts without knowing whether or when 
certain amendments thereto have been 
made. It may bo stated also that 
moat legislators rely on Kurd's stat- 
utes In drafting bills, and that those 
statutes omit, In some Instances, to 
call attention to nil amendments to 
the several acts. This means that If 
the bill drafter Is to be absolutely sure 
he is referring to all the amendments 
to the act ho proposes to amend ho 
must examine tho session laws, 

"In any event, whethor It bo neces- 
sary or not to refer to all prior amend- 
ments In the title or enacting clause, 
or both, the matter Is In doubt When 
one considers tho large number of 
acts In our statutes concerning which 
tho question has been raised, one may 
readily realize how Important It la 
that tbo matter be thoroughly dis- 
cussed, specially by members of tbo 
legislature and by lawyers generally. 
Thus tho assemblymen may decldo 
the better how to frame the titles of 
the scores of amendatory nets now be- 
fore them for consideration,
